Science class shifted to a remote model and most hands on 
labs were converted into video format. Students would watch 
the same process and then take notes on what they 
observed and analyzed lab results. During exams students 
were required to use two electronic devices. One to take the 
exam on applications such as Google Forms or AP 
Classroom and the other to video chat with the class so that 
teachers could answer questions and make sure that 
Students were not accessing reference materials. 

The robotics teams also adapted by teaching new 

members 3-D printing basics through live video tutorials. 
Robin Pan (11) of the Science Olympiad Team said, 
“Science Olympiad is a team competition where teams of 15 
members compete in partnerships in various STEM related 
events. The biggest change this year is that we can’t meet in 
person anymore which is unfortunate since one of the best 
parts of SciOly is the community aspect that’s associated 
with being a part of a team and having partners for all of your 
events. However, we've taken advantage of the online 
platform to improve the club more than we could’ve 
imagined previously. For instance, | ran a ScienceFest at the 
beginning of the year which was basically a virtual clubs fair 
for all the STEM clubs and that was really successful and 
helped us get enough club members to make three teams 
this year and helped us form connections with the other 
STEM club leaders. Online invitationals also mean we don’t 
have to worry about traveling and costs are lower so we’re 
not able to compete in more competitions - eight this year 
ompared to two last year. We've even competed in San 
Francisco and Las Vegas which we wouldn't be able to in a 
normal year. Lastly, online meetings have made everyone's 
schedules more flexible so we see each other more often and 
we have fun eight hour Zoom calls on competition days.”

Hybrid and remote students who retumed to fult 
time in person schedules encountered this 
scene on Monday, May 17th.

hybrid option was officially removed. COVID 
protocols also loosened and student desks were 
moved from their six feet spacing to three feet 
4 spacing. More in person activities were also

§ school grounds. For many students returning 
from a remote schedule, it was strange to see 
their classmates and teachers in person for the 
first time. It was not uncommon to hear, ‘You're 
taller than you looked on screen,” or “it’s nice to 
see you in real life,’ as students worked their way 
though their new schedules, which now had 
classes that were up to 1 hour and 45 minutes.

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; The music and performing arts departments kept busy this spring; Technial Director John Diperna 
reflects on this year’s “Spring Musical”, a two hour movie masterpiece put together by 50 students 


“My role as Technical Director was interesting this past year. Many of my same duties 
remained. However, | was pushed as an artist and this made me work outside my 
comfort zone (creating in a new medium and learning new skills and software). In 
addition to that, since we couldn’t film much in person, everything got sent home with 
our actors (backdrops, costumes, scenic elements, props, lighting equipment, 
greenscreening) and they recorded themselves at home using phones or over Zoom 
calls. Actors had to learn and be aware of camera shots and angles and myself and my 
fellow directors, Kate Bromley, Jason lannuzzi and Anne Carey, had to make sure all of 
that came together onscreen so they captured good, usable footage. When it came to 
capturing audio, actors were given an instrumental track that they listened to in 
headphones, recorded themselves singing and sent back to our musical director who 
remastered that music.Tthen using that audio, actors had to lip sync to it and record 
multiple takes from multiple angles so we could pick and choose the footage we wanted 
to use. It was a tedious four and a half month process. However these students far 
surpassed my expectations, and created such a wonderful and entertaining piece of art. We produced a full length movie musical (1 hour, 47 
minutes) Over 50 students were involved in this production because we as artists can't just sit idly by. We need to create. It's in our beings. My 
favorite part of this production was our ‘premiere night’; it was after COVID bans started being lifted so we were able to gather our actors and crew 
for a private screening in the auditorium and they were able to see, for the first time, all their hard, disjointed work come together to turn into this 
masterpiece the likes that Lexington has never seen before. They were amazed and we as directors were so proud of them.”
